DUBININ HAD ALREADY RECEIVED SIMILAR LETTER OF DEC 7, 1973. 

2. AT MEETING FEB 4, IT WAS EXPLAINED BY ASSISTANT TO DUBININ 
THAT ALL PREPARATIONS FOR MEETING ARE IN GOOD SHAPE. USDEL 
WILL PROBABLY BE STAYING AT ROSSIYA HOTEL, BUT SYMPOSIUM WILL 
BE HELD IN CONFERENCE HALL OF HOTEL "SOVETSKAYA," ABOUT A 
FIFTEEN-MINUTE DRIVE FROM ROSSIYA. SOVIET SIDE IS MAKING 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR LOCAL TRANSPORTATION, HOTEL, VISA AUTHORIZATIONS, 
ETC. REGRET THAT FINANCIAL QUESTIONS STILL PENDING (REF A),

AND TWO IN KIEV. ADDITIONAL REQUESTS FOR INSTITUTE VISITS

5. DUBININ REGRETS THAT LIST OF SOVIET SPEAKERS AND TITLES 
OFTHEIR PAPERS WILL NOT BE AVAILABLE UNTIL ARRIVAL OF USDEL, 

AT WHICH TIME COMPLETE PRINTED PROGRAM OF SYMPOSIUM WILL BE 
DISTRIBUTED.
